Attached for your information is a tickler copy of a 
memorandum dated March 8, 1950 $ addressed to Mr. Peyton Ford 
attaching a memorandum containing identifying data and background 
of Joseph Peter Kamp ,and t the Constitutional Educational League, 
Inc. Prom this memorandum it will be noted that the principal 
activity of the League appears to consist in the writing and/or 
dissemimtion of publications of an extremely anti-Communist 
nature. It is also noted that Kamp was indicted in October, 

944, for failure to exhibit books and records of 1he Con- 
stitutional Educational League, Inc. to the House Committee on 
Campaign Expenditures, pursuant to a subpoena duces tecum issued 
by that Committee on September 28, 2944. 

After various postponements Kamp was tried on this 
charge and on March 24, 1948, sentenced to prison for a period 
of four months and fined $100, which fine was suspended. A 
notice of appeal was filed on April 3, 1948, and on' December 13, 
1948, the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Washington upheld 
the conviction, and on December 17, 1948, a motion for rehearing 
to withhold or stay the mandate and to recall the opinion was filed 
on behalf of Kamp. The records of the Clerk $ s Office, U. S.

Mrs. FOSTER stated that she is the treasurer of the Los Alanos 
'Chapter of the Daughters of the .American Revolution, Tiereinafter referred 
to as the EAR, 



At a meeting of the DAR at the home of Mr s. POSTER on September 11, 
1950, Mrs. A. Q. MANS, Santa Fe, New Mexico, ^rho is the Chaiman lor 
i National ,Defense of the Los Alamos Chapter of the DAR, presented Mrs. PORJER 
with a book entitled ,r We Must Abolish the United State s Jl . Mrs* POSTER went 
on to say that she has not read the "book in Its entirety^ but that the book 
appears to iaply that the Atlantic Union, and other organizations sudhi as 
the World Federalists, are Cortusmnist inspired and are Communist or subversive 
organizations. 

Mrs, POSES R further stated that Mrs. EVANS had obtained four of the 
above mentioned books froa a Mrs. FRANCES WILSON, Santa Fe, N. M. and that 
it was her, Mrs. PORTER' s understanding that the books came from the National 
Headquarters of the DAR. Mrs. ICtLSQN, according to Mrs, 'PORTER, is active 
In the State organisation of the DAR in New Mexico and probably holds some 
state office. Mrs. PORTER Is also -under the impression that the above 
mentioned book is approved by the DAR and possibly sponsored by the DAR. 

Mrs. PORTER requested that this office advise her as to whether 
or not -the organisation known as the Atlantic Union is subversive as she 
is also Interested in that organization* She was advised, that this office 
could not furnish her wiik any lnforaation of this nature and it was pointed 
out to her tliat the Attorney General periodically publishes a list of organi-

Washington — That the 
State Department, while pre- 
tending to be devoted to the 
National Government in China 
during the war, was privately 
negotiating with the Chinese 
Communists, who were im- 
peding the war against Ja- 
■ pan;* was the^ bomb-shell * reve- 
lation which Earl Browder, ex- 
Communist, dropped before the 
Tydings Committee "on April 
26, 1950: 

Browder testified that on 
October 12, 1942, when . Dean 
Acheson was Assistant Sec- 
retary of State, he and Robert 
Minor were invited to come to 
the State Department. There 
they met, among others, 
Lauchlin Currie. 

They, were handed a confi- 
dential message to be sent to 
Madame Sun Yat-sen (now 
amoflScial of the Communist 
Government in Peiping) for 
forwarding to Mao Tse-tung, 
now directing Red China's war 
against us. 

In this message, ,Mao was 
advised> that a change had 
been made in America's China 
policy. The United States,said 
the memorandum, was- not 
supporting Chiang Kai-shek 
against the Communists. 

The. memorandum further 
stated:. 

**TMs Government has in 
fact viewed with skepticism 
■many alarmist accounts ©f-the* 
'serious menace* of Commu- 
nism in China."

Amerasia 'Cover-up > Masks Real 
Red Agents in the Government 



Case Was Acheron's 
Springboard to Power in 
State Department 

! One of the most impudent, 
arrogant and sinister episodes 
of Mr. Acheson's service in the 
State Department was* the 
cover-up conspiracy in the 
AMERASIA Spy case in 1945. 

To this day, the real truth 
about the AMERASIA scandal 
has not been disclosed to the 
public When the Tydings 
Committee had < a chance to 
get at the truth last year, 
Chairman Tydings conducted* 
the major hearings in secret 
"arid % declined T to^subpoena * wiU* 
nesses who could have -pre- 
sented damaging facts about 
State Department complicity 
in protecting the Red spies, or 
about ^Department of Justice 
duplicity m handling the case. 

The AMERASIA case de- 
veloped out of raids by O.S.S. 
officers and P.B.I, agents on 
the AMERASIA 1 offices in 1945 
in the course of which they re- 
covered 1,700 " Government -se- 
cret « documents, which had 
been illegally removed from 
State Department and other 
agency files. Also found in, 
the magazine office was elabor- 
ate photographic reproducing 
equipment. 

Thanks to the vigilance of 
then Undersecretary Joseph C 
Grew, the State Department 
insisted that the Department 1 
of Justice make a thorough 
probe of the case. F.B.I, agents 
arrested six persons for guilty 



participation in the theft of. 
State Department documents — 
Philip J. Jaffe and Kate L. 
Mitchell, publisher and editor 
of AMERASIA, Mark Gayn 
and Andrew Roth, writers, and 
John Stewart Service and Em- 
manuel S. Larsen, State De- 
partment employees. 

The case was half-heartedly 
presented to the Grand Jury 
by Asst. Attorney General 
Robert M. Hitchcock, who 
later left the Government ser- 
vice to. Join the Buffalo law 
firm of Miss Mitchell's uncle. 

The upshot was that Gayn, 
Service and Miss Mitchell were 
not indicted, Roth was indicted 
but"- the* indictment^was: later ■ 
quashed, and Jaffe and JLarsen 
were allowed to plead guilty 
and get off with fines of $2,500 
and $500 each. 

What makes , the AMERA- 
SIA case smell is the fact that 
Dean Acheson and his Leftist *

The arrest on March 5, 1949 
of -Valentin Gubitchev, United 
Nations Soviet staff member, 
who^yas apprehended in the 
act of receiving stolen U. S. 
■ documents - from Judith ' Cop- 
Ion, centered national atten- 
tion .upon the possibility ' that 
the U. N^ was sheltering nu- 
merous Red spies carrying on 
;espionage, in, this. country^ 

After the Gubitchev arrest. 
Secretary. Acheson was urged 
from all sides to develop a 
policy for screening U. N. staff 
members, to prevent the U« N. 
from being used as a sanctu- 
ary .for espionage. Mr. Ache- 
son declined to take such ac- 
tion. 

On March 7, 1950, Gubit- 
chev, after a trial with *Miss 
Coplon.in the Federal . District 
court in New York was found 
guilty of espionage and * was 
sentenced* to 15 years » impris- 
onment. 

At the request of Soviet 
Ambassador Panyushkin, 
.Acheson arranged for Gubit- 
chev's release, and he returned 
*to Russia. 

In discussing Acheson's ac- 
tion, Senator George W. Ma- 
lone of Nevada declared: 

w It means that the United 
States will be 'thrown wide 
open to Russian and other 
spies and there are a great 
many more like Gubitchev now 
facing no greater danger than 
to get caught at it." 



coterie used the case as a 
.means of pressuring President 
Truman to drop Grew from 
the'Undersecretaryship and to 
appoint Acheson in his 'place. 

Philip J. Jaffe commented on 
this coup, "At least, we got 
Grew." 

Since Acheson's arrival at 
the top in the State Depart- 
ment, every effort 'to have a 
, thorough and honest ventila- 
tion of the AMERASIA case 
has been skillfully thwarted. 

'A searching inquiry into the 
true facts behind the AMERA- 
SIA case and the 'cover-up' 
conspiracy, would certainly 
lead , to the revelation of the 
real pro-Soviet forces in the 
State Department, and In other 
Government agencies, which 
have been continou$ly betray- 
ing us to communist Russia. 

Dean Acheson does not dare 
permit such a disclosure. 
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Making' America Grovel 

Even If there were no other Impellent 
reasons for Dean Acheson's speedy re- 
placement, his cringing irresolute stand, 
as America's spokesman - in i the - United „ 
Nations, convicts him -as an incredible 
misfit as Secretary of State, 

There is an increasing belief among • 
clear thinking Americans that the United 
States made a fearful blunder in 1945 
in launching the U. N. The fact that 
Alger Hiss was the Secretary Genera] 
of the San Francisco meeting which 
spawned it is indicative of the dark 
forces which got us into this deadfall. 

But since we are trapped in the U. N*. 
it might at least be hoped that our State 
Department spokesmen would use its 
platform to defend courageously Amer- 
ican interests and objectives. 

Unhappily, Dean Acheson and his un- 
derlings have not done so. t 

The tortuous Acheson twists and turns, 
on the simple issue of declaring Com- 
munist China an aggressor, reflect a man ■ 
who is painfully unsure both of himself 
and his country. The United States in 
the U. N^ holding every ace in its hands, 
has played a fearful, vacillating and dis- 
honorable role. Under Acheson's palsied 
direction, the American delegation has 
permitted U. N. leadership to pass to 
India and to Great Britain on every vital 
issue. The American voice has muffled 
down into an abject echo of the British 
Socialists. 

The ultimate touch was the humiliating 
State Department acceptance "of the 
'cease fire* proposal of January '13 which 
would have committed the United States 
to a doomed negotiation with Red, China 
on the fate of Formosa and Red admit- 
tance to the U. N. 

It remained for General Carlos *Ro- 
raulo, the unf tightened spokesmen of the 
Philippines to express the depth of na- 
tional degradation to which we had sunk 
in, this Acheson surrender. In accepting 
the cease-fire proposal, America seemed 
to say, Romulo declared :« 
* "You may stop hitting and killing my 
boys so that we can discuss how to re- 
ward you with the gift of Formosa and 
a seat in the United Nations." 

Dean Acheson's career in the U. N. 
has been a record of appeasement and 
crawling before Soviet Russia which has 
made Americans ashamed. 

As the most powerful nation in the 
world, we had no need to plead in the 
U. N., we could, at all times, have ex- 
erted red-blooded leadership. 

Instead, Dean Acheson has chosen to 
make America grovel. 



Gunning for MacArthur 

The most dismaying thing about Dean 
Acheson's ascendancy in Washington is 
the fact that he is not satisfied to con- 
fine his pathetic blunders to the field of 
diplomacy. 

He also insists upon dominating the 
nation's military policy, as welL 

In Ms midnight dreams he envisages 
himself, not only as a Talleyrand, but 
also as a Napoleon. 

Ever since his rise to domination in 
the State' Department in 1945, he has 
treated the Pentagon as a mere rubber- 
stamp to the Great Brains at Foggy Bot- 
tom. And he has been able'.to^ get away 
with it, thanks to the ^discreet alli- 
ance which he has maintained with, the 
aging General Marshall. 

Only two serious threats to Acheson's 
rule over the American defense establish- 
ments have arisen since 1945. 

One of "these was Louis A. Johnson, 
Secretary of Defense from 1 1949 to 1950: 
the other was General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 

Acheson got rid of Johnson in the Fall 
of 1950 when President Truman needed 
a whipping boy 'to fire 1 just before the 
elections. 

MacArthur has proved a more formid- 
able obstacle to the, Acheson machina- 
tions, but the redoubtable Dean is still 
gunning for him. 

The * web - of intrigue : is being , contin- - 
uously spun at the State Department 
to trap and destroy America's greatest 
military leader. 

The fruit of Acheson's long rule over 
American foreign and military policy is 
the ghastly? situation which now yawns 
in East Asia. 

If Acheson succeeds An pulling down 
MacArthur— and he has powerful British 
as well as Fair Deal support in. his at- 
tempt—the collapse of our whole Ameri- 
can security position in the Pacific will 
surely follow.

In the next breath, he declares that 
Dean Acheson will remain in the Secre- 
taryship of State as long as he is Presi- 
dent, despite the fact that one of the 
most formidable groundswells of public 
opinion in American history is roaring 
for Acheson's resignation, dismissal, or 
impeachment. \ 
A: Kansas City politician should know 
better. A patriotic statesman would not 
make such a, mistake ... for long. 

There might be some feeble excuse for 
the Truman attitude if Dean Acheson 
was a capable Secretary of State who 
had honestly served his country. 

Unfortunately, Acheson represents an 
almost all-time ■ low among our forty- 
nine Secretaries of State, • both as to

ability and integrity. During his* years 
in the State Department he has been 
the conscious architect , of the greatest 
national humiliation which a proud 
America has been called upon to suffer. 

To objectify the disaster which has 
tcbrae to America, we have only to re- 
count how our, power has receded in the 
last five years. 

When Acheson became Undersecretary 
in 1945, the United States headed an in- 
vincible alliance of 1,700,000,000 people 
in the free nations of the worloL Our 
enemy, Soviet Russia, could count upon 
the support of only 200,000,000 against 
us. 

Today, the population count of the 
nations which purportedly stand with the 
United States in the world struggle has 
dwindled to only 580,000,000. 

Soviet Russia heads a population bloc 
against us which has risen to the stag- 
gering total of 830,000,000.

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WHEN DEAN ACHESON TRIED TO SOVIETIZE JAPAN 



State Department Red Clique 
Planned to Socialize Japan 
as 'Bridge of Friendship' 
Between U. S. and Moscow 

If and when General Mao- 
Arthur writes his memoirs, an 
important chapter will tell of 
the continuous struggle which 
he has waged with Dean Ache- 
son and his pro-Communist 
coterie to prevent them from 
giving. Russia a fatal foothold 
in 'Japan. 

'Had Acheson had his way, 
Stalin would already have i a 
puppet in the Emperor's pal- 
ace. 

Fortunately, this is one part 
of „the*world* where <the*,Hiss- 
loving Dean hasn't been able 
to get away with his* schem- 
ing. 

It is now apparent that Sta- 
lin's plans, after ,V^J Day, 
called for a quick absorption 
of Japan, into the Russian 
sphere of influence. He was 
strengthened in this purpose 
by belief- that the-appease- 
Russia policies which had dom- 
inated Washington during the 
war would continue long 
enough into the peace to en- 
able him to swallow up Japan. 

But two men stood in Sta- 
lin's way. One was General 
Douglas MacArthur. The other 
was Joseph C. Grew, Under- 
secretary of State on V-J.Day, 
a man who knew the score, 
particularly when it came to 
Red Russia. 

Acheson Clique Wanted to 
Confiscate Business and 
Redistribute Land 

The directives which Mac- 
Arthur was to follow An Ja- 
pan were based upon the 
% Grew-JWacArthur,plaixjof -pre? , 
serving the monarchy and the 
existent social and economic 
order in Japan, pending the 
return of, peace. 

But this proposal ran coun- 
ter to the thinking of Acheson 
and his Far East advisers — 
Lauchlin Currie, Owen Latti- 
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more and John Carter Vincent. 
The Left ■ Wingers were think- 
ing in terms of a social revo- 
lution in Japan, with abolition 
of the monarchy, confiscation 
of large business holdings, and 
widespread redistribution of 
the land.* 

Through a State Depart- 
ment intrigue in August, 1945, 
the new President " Truman 
was induced by the Left Wing- 
ers to drop Grew and appoint 
.Dean Acheson in his place. 
The pro-Communist newspa- 
per P. M. greeted this change 
with the boast, "Now State 
.Department policy has a bet- 
ter appreciation of what the 
Soviet Union wants." 

Acheson almost immediately 
. came * to . a . clash >with» MacAr?, 
thur over Soviet-American re- 
lations in Japan. 

At the time, Russia was en- 
deavoring' to pressure MacAr- 
thur into accepting a joint set- 




up in Japan under which Rus- 
sia would have a veto over 
all American occupation poli- 
cies. MacArthur was firmly 
resisting this demand and con- 
ceding to the Russians only 
consultative powers. 
~ VThen ♦ John » Carter^Vincent . 
was appointed as head of the 
interdepartmental committee 
on Japan policy in place of 
Grew's man, Eugene Dooman. 
On September 6th, Vincent 
convened the committee and 
drastically altered MacAr- 
thur's directives, adding Owen 
Lattimore's. plan to dethrone 
the Mikado. The new direc- 
tives were rushed to MacAr- 
thur. 

Meanwhile, the Acheson 
clique determined to give Mac- 
Arthur a lesson which would 
make him realize who was 
boss. The General had issued 
a statement in Japan declar- 
ing that an occupation force 
of 200,000 would be sufficient 
for the peace period. Acheson, 
who was contemplating elab- 
orate policing of Japan while 
the social revolution was un- 
der way, bristled at this state- 
ment. On September 30th, he

issued a public rebuke to' Mac- 
Arthur, informing him that 
Japan policy would" be made 
by the State Department and 
not by the Commander. 

Sometime later e i John Car- 
ter Vincent got**nto the act 
with a second rebuke. MacAr- 
thur had made a sharp criti- 
cism of the Communists in 
Japan. Vincent issued a press 
statement admonishing Mac- 
Arthur that he was not re- 
flecting State Department pol- 
icies. The State Department, 
.he. said,, planned. to* use Japan, 
to build a "bridge -of friend- 
ship to the Soviet Union/' 

* Simultaneously, Owen Latti- 
more was shipj^d to MacAr- 
thur as a Reparations Com- 
missioner, to add to the weight 
of the pro-Soviet factor in Ja- 
pan. 

Had MacArthur been a les- 
ser man, he would perhaps 
have buckled under the Ache- 
son pressure, But he was then 
at the peak of his prestige. 
With the support of Secre- 
tary James J. Forrestal, he 
rejected the -Acheson- Vincent 
revised directives with such 
vigor that Acheson was forced 
to retreat. 

The policy which Acheson 
has used toward MacArthur 
since 1945 has been one of 
constant pin-pricking. 'Unable 
to hamstring him in Japan, 
Acheson has been studious to 
ignore MacArthur's ideas in 
other points of the -Far East. 
Japan has been conceded as 
MacArthur's show, but the Ad- 
ministration has resisted any 
proposal to give MacArthur 
.a^voice^Sn^Chiiwuor *Korea«, 
These areas have been strictly 
State Department. Since the 
Far East problem is inter- 
linked and cannot be intel- 
ligently handled by # such di- 
vided policies, American inter- 
ests have cruelly suffered from 
this exclusion of MacArthur. 

Lo$s of China fo Communism 
and. Disastrous Korean War 
Froits of Acheson Policy 

The present catastrophe in 
Korea stems directly from 
State Department blundering. 
The loss of China is another 
tragic monument to Acheson 
stupidity. 

It is a glaring commentary 
on Acheson that the one area 
in the Far East where he has 
been halted from exercising 
authority — Japan — is the 
one shining American Far 
East success. 



Currie Had Overruled 
Army by Destroying 
Arms for Anti-Reds 

Dean Achesbn's famous as- 
sertion, "I will not turn, my , 
back upon Alger Hiss" has* be- 
come a national byword. 

It is not so well known that 
Acheson fronted for another 
extremely important Govern- 
ment Leftist who was accused 
before the un-American Activ- 
ities Committee of having sup- 
plied secret war information 
vionthe*Soviet^«py«ring^ ^* 

This is Lauchlin Currie, 
White House Administrative 
Secretary under Roosevelt. 

In 194$; Elizabeth Bentley, 
self-confessed former Commu- 
nist spy ring agent, named 
s Currie. as . one of those who 
had given her confidential in- 
formation which she, had 
transmitted to the Russians. 

When Lauchlin Currie ap- 
peared before the House Un- 
American Actirities Commit- 
tee to answer the Bentley 
charges, Dean Acheson ap- 
peared as his counsel. 

Currie's role in * the ruin of 
China has been central. He 
was sent twice to China by 
President Roosevelt during the 
war as American adviser to 
Chiang Kai-shek. Posing as a 
friend of the Chiangs, he 
worked stealthily to aid the 
Chinese Communists. He was 
responsible for the incredible 
selection of Owen Lattimore in 
.1941 as President Roosevelt's 
personal adviser to the Gen- 
eralissimo. He selected Solo- 
mon Adler, identified by Miss 
.Bentley, as a Communist Party, . 
member, for a $10,000 a year 
high financial post in China. 

The most notable of Currie's 
services to Communism, was 
his order, in June, .1945, on 
White House stationary, to 
destroy the surplus American 
arms which were earmarked 
for delivery to Chiang Kai- 
shek. The U. S. chiefs of stall 
and General Eisenhower had 
agreed that this immense 
stockpile of arms should be 
given to our Chinese allies. 
Had China received them, 
Chiang could easily have sup- 
pressed the Chinese Commu- 
nists, and there would have 
been no Korean war. 

Instead, by Currie's order, 
they were dumped into the In- 
dian Ocean. Eighteen Liberty 
ships were kept busy for eight 
months after V-J Day dump- 
ing these munitions. A total of 
120,000 tons was destroyed.

Philip S. Jessup 

Philip S. Jessup is a man 
after Acheson's heart. Under 
the nurturing hands of the 
Secretary, Jessup has been ad- 
vanced rapidly until he is now 
recognized as the No- , 2 man 
in the Department. 

He Is generally looked upon 
as the man who lias the. say-so 
in Far East policy. 

In 1949, after the National 
Government in China had fal- 
len, Jessup was announced with 
a grand flourish by Secretary 
Acheson as the man who was 
going to reconstruct an Amer- 
ican policy in the Far .East. 
While Jessup was still 'recon- 
structing/ the Communists 
struck in Korea, and America 
and its allies have been in 
steady retreat in Asia ever 
since. 

If Philip S* Jessup is a 
'Far East expert/ his record 
doesnt show ft. The high light 
of his Far East activities was 
the preparation of a pro-Com- 
munist smear story against 
Chiang Kai-shek's government 
which was released on July 14, 
1943 by the Institute of Pacific 
Relations. Jessup was then 
Chairman of the Research Ad- 
visory Committee of the Amer- 
ican Council of the Institute, 
and in direct supervision over 
the FAR EASTERN SURVEY 
in which the smear article 
appeared. 

To author the smear, the 
I.P.R. selected T. A. Bisson, 
a man who had been on the 
editorial board of an official 
Communist Party publication, 
and who had spoken with Earf 
Browder and other Party cel- 
ebrities at Red meetings in 
New York. 

Jessup's understanding of 
China may be seen in the 
following statement which cli- 
maxed the article: 

'There are two Chinas. One 
is now generally called Kuo- 
mintang China: the other is 
called Communist China. How- 
ever, these are only party la- 
bels. To be more descriptive, 
the one might be called feudal 
China: the other democratic 
China." 

This, of course, is the fam- 
iliar Moscow lie, which Dean 
Acheson and Owen Lattimore 
accepted, that the, Chinese 
Communists are just 'agrarian 
democrats.'

ted States should discontinue 
making atom bombs, and that 
the disposal of our existent 
stockpile of bombs should be 



left to the decision of the 
United Nations. This was be- 
fore Russia had the bomb, and 
at a time when Soviet rep- 
resentatives were working 
desperately to persuade the 
United States to give up vol- 
untarily its atom bomb advan- 
tage. 

In the Department of State,. 
Jessup was the man who pre- 
pared the infamous 'White 
Paper' in 1949, in which 
the Administration unctuously 
washed its hands of any , re- 
sponsibility for the stopping 
of Communism in China. The 
'White Paper' was worth fifty 
divisions to Mao Tse-tung in 
killing the Chinese will! to re- 
sist Communism. 

But the shining moment in 
Jessup's career came in June, 
1949, when he appeared in 
court in New York as a char- 
acter witness for Alger Hiss. 

At the time Jessup endorsed 
Hiss, all the treasonable facts 
about Hiss's activities were a 
matter of public record. 

In the face of these facts, 
he declared Hiss a good Amer- 
ican. 

The performance is a meas- 
ure of the Americanism of Mr. 
Jessup himself* 



Owen Lattimore 

Owen Lattimore's connection 
with the State Department 
under Acheson is unofficial but 
important. 

Professionally, Lattimore is 
the head of the Walter Hines 
Page School of International 
Relations in Baltimore which 
trains, young men for State 
Department careers. Actually, 
until the McCarthy expose 
made both Acheson and Latti- 
more more cautious, Lattimore 
was in and out of the State 
Department at all times as 
Acheson's top adviser on Far 
East matters. 

All the evidence connecting 
Lattimore with the Communist 
Party was not developed fully 
at the Tydings Committee 
hearings. No honest effort 
was made to pursue the Lat- 
timore trail to its relentless 
conclusion. 

But this much was adduced. 
Louis F. Budenz, former top 
Communist, testified unquali- 
fiedly that Lattimore had been 
identified to him, in several 
meetings of top officers of the 
Party, as the head of th* Com- 
munist 'cell* in the Institute 
of Pacific Relations. He named 
Earl Browder, Jack Stachel 
and Frederick vanderbilt Field 
as those who had named Latti- 
more as an undercover Com- 



munist. 

A large number of con- 
firmatory facts were brought 
out, then or later. 

Lattimore had visited the 
Chinese Red capital, Yenan, 
in June, 1937, in company with 
T. A. Bisson and Philip J. 
Jaffe, who were both identified 
officially with the Communist 
Party front, the Friends of the 
Chinese People. 

That same year, in an editi* 
torial in PACIFIC AFFAIRS, 
organ of the Institute of Pac- 
ific Relations, he Justified Sta- 
lin's Moscow trials-~an issue

which has always been regar- 
ded as a litmus paper test of 
actual Communist allegiance. 

Lattimore has admitted that 
his secretary in the LP.R. was 
Harriet Levine, niece of the 
Communist, Philip J. Jaffe, 
and wife, of Ch'ao Ting-chi, 
now one of the ' top Chinese 
Communist leaders* 

Lattimore was listed as one 
of the original editors of 
AMERASIA, Jaf f e's magazine, 
which was implicated m the 
State Department spy case of 
1945, in which Jaffe pleaded 
guilty. 

In 1947, Lattimore's wife, 
Eleanor, in cooperation with a 
curious group of Commie sus- 
pects, left-wingers and fellow 
travelers launched the Wash* 
ington radio station, WQQW, 
and was a member of the 
board of directors. Behind the 
station was the mysterious 
Rodman family of Washing- 
ton, members of which have 
frequently been charged, in 
hearings of the Un-American 



- Activities Committee, with 
membership in the Commun- 
ist Party. Bella Rodman, sister- 
in-law of the present president 
of WQQR is now under the 
citation of contempt by the 
Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee. 

Significantly Lattimore's of- 
fice address in Washington in 
1947, 1710 G Street, N.W., was 
the same office, that was used 
by the 'Committee of a Thou- 
sand/ a Communist Party 
front which was organized to 
smear the Un-American Activ- 
ities Committee. The building 
at 1710 G Street is owned by 
Samuel J. Rodman, of WQQR. 

In 1943, when Lattimore 
was Deputy Director of Pacific 
Operations for 'the O.W.I., he 
wrote a letter to Joseph Bar- 
nes, in the Washington O.W.I, 
office, instructing him to secure 
Chinese personnel* for the 
O.W.I, staff from the NEW 
CHINA DAILY NEWS, the 
New York Chinese Communist 
newspaper. 

Another lead which was not 
developed at all at the Tyd- 
ings hearings seem to indicate 
communication with Dr. Rich- 
ard Sorge, top Russian Com- 
munist spy in Japan who was 
executed by the Japanese in 
1944. This allegation has been 
made by Willy Rudolph Foers- 
ter, now in Switzerland, a self- 
admitted Russian espionage 
agent, whose wife is alleged 
to have been the bearer of 
a letter from Sorge to Lat- 
timore. The whole Sorge spy 
case has been invested with 
mystery, but Army records in 
Japan have a 'fat dossier on 
Sorge which has never been 
opened to the press. 

The .bits of evidence con- 
necting Lattimore with the 
Communists are too numerous 
to be brushed aside, as Senator 
Tydings and other Administra- 
tion spokesmen have tried to 
do. 

Lattimore's revealed advice 
to the State Department on 
Far East policy convicts him 
as an undisguised appeaser of 
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Communism. In his memoran- 
dum to the State Department 
in August, 1949, Lattimore 
* recommended - three - steps * f or* 
the United States: 

(1) American recognition of 
Communist China: 

(2) Admission of 'Commu- 
nist China to the United 
Nations: 

(3) The United States 
should get out of K6rea. 

It is significant to note that 
these are the identical three 
demands which the Chinese 
Communist delegation recently 
served upon the United Na- 
tions. 

Had Acheson followed Latti- 
more's advice — and we now 
know that he came very near 
doing so— America would have 
handed to Bed China on a plat- 
ter Just what MaoTse-tung 
wants. 

John Carter 
Vincent 

John Carter Vincent is pres- 
ently the American Minister 
to Switzerland. 

He* stepped- into this post 
after j four years as Assistant 
Chief. Headof the China Desk/ 
,andJmally Chief of the Div- 
ision of Far .Eastern Affairs, 
in the Department of State. 
During these four years, he 
was Acheson's 'boy* and he 
faithfully and relentlessly car- 
ried out the Acheson-Lattimore 
China policies which » have 
brought America to disaster 
in the Far East. 

In the loyalty records of the 
State Department, Vincent has 
an extremely large question 
mark behind his name, al- 
though he was not brought 
into the Tydings Committee 
investigations. 

The most questionable in- 
cident in his record occurred 
in 1945 when certain top secret 
information, which the State 
Department was closely guard- 
ing, turned up in Moscow. 
Investigation of the possible 
leak pointed directly to Vin- 
cent; as the only person who 



had access to the data, 'at the 
moment. With' the powerful 
backing of Acheson, Vincent 
was able to avoid a public quiz 
on the incident, although an 
O.S.S. official issued a warning 
at 'the time against allowing 
him (to have contact with any 
more 1 confidential material. 

Vincent will go down in his- 
tory as the man who wrote the 
instructions for General Mar? 
shall on December 15, 1945, ob- 
ligating him to go to .China 
and insist that Chiang Kai-shek 
form a coalition government 
with the Chinese Communists. 

General Marshall, in his re- 
cent confirmation hearings af- 
ter appointment as Secretary 
of Defense, disclaimed any per- 
sonal responsibility for the 
coalition policy. 

"The policy had been drawn 
up in the State Department", 
-he*> stated* 'That- policy— ox- 
course speaks for itself " 

The man who 'drew up the 
policy' was John Carter Vin- 
cent, with .the cooperation of 
Dean G. Acheson. 

We now know that it was 
this fatal Vincent-Acheson pol- 
icy, requiring Chiang Kai-shek 
to disarm part of his Army

The late Senator James Cou- 
zens of Michigan strenuously 
opposed Acheson's confirma- 
atxon on the grounds that his 
Washington law firm had 
many big business clients who 
would have income tax refund 
cases during Acheson's tenure. 
He questioned whether Ache- 
'•son"COUld"be*impartiaV 

Senator Tydings came to 
Acheson's defense. 

"It has not. been said," de- 
clared Tydings, "but should be 
said, that Mr. Acheson has rep- 
resented the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. It might 
be contended that because he 
represented modern Russia, 
that because the Soviets have 
been his clients, therefore he 
is a 'Red' or Radical' or un- 
fitted to hold the office to 
which he has been nominated. 

"Mr. Acheson is pot a re- 
actionary. I think he is a pro- 
gressive-minded man. I do not 
think he is a mossback in any 
sense of the word, and I do 
not think the connections with ( 
large financial interests which 
he has had, together with con- 
nections with labor and Com- 
munistic interests, have in any 
way altered his viewpoint of 
life or of government." 

After Senator Tydings' vig- 
orous defense the Senate con- 
firmed Acheson's appointment. 

In the same Senate discus- 1 
sion it was brought out clearly 
that Tydings was sponsoring 
Acheson's political career. 

Asked if he had sponsored 
Acheson for the Treasury, 
post, Tydings replied in the 
negative, adding: "I had rec- 
.ommended Mr. Acheson for 
Solicitor General of the 
United States." 

The incident is revealing 
in view of Tyding's recklessly 
biased conduct of the Senate 
investigation last year into 
Senator McCarthy's State De- 
partment charges. The se- 
lection of the man who origi- 
nally brought Acheson into the 
Government to act as an 'im- 
partial' Judge of the charges 
against his protege was obvi- ' 
ously the result of political fix- 
ing.

John Stewart 
Service 

John Stewart Service, now a 
State Department Foreign Ser- 
vice officer in India, was one 
of the most insolent of the 
State Department clique which 
plotted the ruin, of war-time 
China's anti-Communist gov- 
ernment. 

Attached to General Stil- 
well's staff in 1943-44, he per- 
suaded the General to take the 
disastrous step of advocating 
direct American military aid 
to the Chinese Communists, 
over the Generalissimo Chiang 



Kai-shek's head. This Stilwell 
blunder* resulted in his : recall 
in 1944. 

While China was fighting 
for its life against the power- 
ful Japanese offensive in 1944, 
Service was sending back 
poison pen letters to the State 
Department in Washington 
blackguarding the General- 
issimo and urging the United 
States to prepare for coopera- 
tion with Chinese Communists. 
This stab-in-the back of Amer- 
ica's ally may be read, in part, 
in pages 564-576 of the 'White 
Paper/ 

In 1945, Ambassador Pat- 
rick J. Hurley found Service's 
activities so intolerable that he 
sent him home as Useless in 
China in view of his pro-Com- 
munist bias. 

On June 6, 1945, Service 
was arrested by the P.B.I, for 
complicity in the AMERASIA 
, State Department spy case. Al- 
though evidence was in the 
hands of the F.B.I. showing 
that Max Granich, a Russian 
agent, working under Vassili 
M. Zubelin, Secretary General 
of the Russian Embassy at 
Washington, had been assigned 
as a go-between for Service 
and Philip J. Jaffe, Communist 
publisher,©! AMERASIA, and 
that Service had turned over 
State 'Dej^trtment data to 
Jaffe, Service was mysteriously 
cleared by the Grand Jury. 

Through every effort to rid 
the State Department of this 
equivocal character, Dean 
Acheson has. stood staunchly 
behind > Service^ ISM945, after 
Serviced ■ caise^hadt been dis- 
missed by^HhelJ^ashington 
Grand Jury, Acheson per- 
suaded Secretary of State 
Byrnes to write a letter of con- 
fi<Wce to Service — a letter 
which Mr. Byrnes today pro- 
foundly regrets. 

In 1950, when Service was 
calleAbaek from India by the 
Xojal^y Review Board for a 
1 rehearing, after Senator 
"McCarthy had revived the 
charges against him, Acheson 
authorized a State Department 
statement declaring that the 
McCarthy charges were "dead, 
discredited and disprdven/' 
The statement said that "the 
sympathy and good wishes of 
the whole Department go out" 
to Service and his family. 



John J. Muccio 

One of the architects of the* 
American disaster in Korea 
is John J. Muccio, American 
Ambassador. After the depar- 
ture of General Hodge's oc- 
cupation army in 1948, Am- 
bassador Muccio was the rank- 
ing American in Korea. He 
faithfully carried out Secre- 
tary Acheson's directives. 

For this reason, the state 
of mind of Mr. Muccio on Far 
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Eastern matters should be ex- 
tremely enlightening. 

On December 7, 1950, Rep- 
resentative Hugh D. Scott Jr. 
of Pennsylvania told the 
House of the conversation 
which he had with Mr. Muccio 
in Pusan, Korea, on his re- 
cent visit to the front. 

"Let me tell you a few 
things Ambassador Muccio said

Feb. 12, 1948, 
that in 1941 he had called the 
attention of Dean Acheron, 
then Undersecretary of State,, 
to the charges made by Whit- 
taker Chambers that Donald 
and Alger Hiss were members 
of an under-cover Communist 
cell operating within the 
United States Government.

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Three Secret Deals Behind 'Stalemate' in Korea 



U. S. PLEDGED NOT 
TO WIN KOREAN WAR 

Acheson Made Secret Pacts 
Red China To Get Formosa 
& UN Seat in phoney Peace 

The United States is pledged 
NOT to win the Korean War. 
It j* -committed to a sellout 
peace based on appeasement— 
a 'negotiated' peace that will 
leave Korea divided at the 
38th parallel, put Formosa un- 
der UN control, and seat Red 
China in the United Nations. 

These decisions are the re- 
sult of two secret deals en* 
tered into between the -British 
Labor Government and Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson, 

The first of these deals was 
made at the Paris meeting of 
the Foreign Ministers in No* 
vernber, 1949, where Acheson 
conferred with .British Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin. With- 
out consulting anybody, Ache- 
son agreed that the United 
States would back up Britain 
in a secret understanding that 
had previously been reached 
between the British Labor 
Government and Red China. 

According to this under- 
standing, Bed China's Dictator, 
Mao Tse-tung, agreed not to 
disturb Britain's position in 
Hong Kong £nd in China trade, 
in return for British support 
in securing for Bed China 'a 
jgat jp the UN and the deliv- 
ery of Formosa. 

As a review of subsequent 
events will show, it was Ache- 
son's attempt to set the stage 
for the delivery of Formosa 
to Bed China that precipitated 
the Korean War, and prevent- 
ed the original agreement 
from being fulfilled. 

After the Korean War start- 
ed, Acheson made a second 
deal with Bevim It was agreed 
that General MaeArthur's for- 
ces would fight a 'limited' war; 
that Chinese Nationalist troops 
would not be used either in 
Korea or to attack Red China, 
that supply bases in Man- 
churia and in Northern Korea 
would not be bombed, thus as- 
suring a 'stalemate*. 

It was further understood 
that thi$ would bring about a 
'negotiated' peace, under which 
a UN protectorate would 
'guarantee* the 38th parallel 
division of Korea for a period 
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of years until a consolidated 
Korean government could be 
worked out. The future dispo- 
sition of Formosa was to be 
left to the United Nations, 
where ultimate victory for 
Red China would be assured. 
With the 'peace* concluded, 
Red China would then be seat- 
ed in the UN. 

Because he knew that Amer- 
ican public sentiment would 
be outraged by such deals, Mr. 
Acheson was careful to keep 
the agreements a top secret, 
known only to Downing 
Street, and to a few V J P $ 
in Washington. 

The give-away was the Dec- 
ember 43, 1949 confidential 
memorandum, sent by the 
State Departments public af« 
fairs policy advisory staff to 
State Department personnel 
throughout the world. This 
memorandum advised recipi-t 
ents that the fall of Formosa 
to the .Reds was imminent, 
and s that they should prepare 
to fsell American and world 
opinion the idea that the Is- 
land was not militarily impor-

America was indicated by 
Aneurin Bevan in his recent 
statement urging an end to 
Anglo-American partnership 
in world affairs. 

"I consider Americans a 
greater menace to the world, 
in the long run, than Russia/' 
he declared. 

Bevan who, in terms of in- 
fluence, is usually rated as the 



No. 2 man in the British 
Labor Party, wants England 
to detach itself from its pre* 
sent American ties and to 
adopt an independent bargain- 
ing position between -Russia 
and the United States. 

What Bevan and his fol- 
lowers want is for Great 
Britain, as a Socialist nation, 
to adopt a *Third Force* 
position in the present 
struggle between Soviet 
Russia and America.

Now comes the disclosure by 
the British Colonial Office in 
London that in the first nine 
months of the Korean War — * 
July, 1£50, through March, 
195t the British colony of 
Malaya sold 120,000 tons of 
rubber to Red China and 40,* 
400 tons to Russia. Previous 
figures showed that Malaya 
had sold a total of 85,000 tons 
to Russia in 1950, together 
with 22,000 tons to other Iron

Although Socialist England 
has been covertly anti-Mac-- 
Arthur in the. Far East for 
several years, British official 
spokesmen have avoided put-* 
ting their hostility into words. 

One occasion when a high*- 
placed government spokesman 
forgot his reticence was the 
address of Kenneth Younger, 
British Minister of State for- 
Foreign Affairs before the 
•Welsh Council of Labor in 
Cardiff, following General 
MacArthur's truce offer to the 
Chinese Reds. 

Mr. Younger declared that 
neither the. British nor the.

And with the United States 
still underwriting Britain, 
under the North Atlantic Pact, 
the sum is still mounting. 

Were it not for the< fact 
that the United States armed 
and fed Britain during World 
War II, Hitler and not Attlee 
would now be ruling in 
London. 

And if the United States, 
had not continued its unpre* 
cedented aid, to Britain after 
V-E Day, the British Govern- 
ment would have already col* 
lapsed in bankruptey.- 

It may seem incredible, that 
a nation which thus owes its 
actual existence to American 
generosity should fail us in 
our own hour of need — ' but 
this is what has happened, 
under the British Labor Gov- 
ernment 

Despite this shabby record 
of ingratitude, our trusting 
State Department continues to

The" British Socialist Gov- 
ernment .has been the whole- 
hearted champion of the Chi- 
nese Communists since lon£ 
before the fall of Chiang Kai* 
.Shek. And Red England's 
support of .Red China has 
continued right through the 
Korean war. 

While the United States, 
under Truman, has blown hot 
and 1 cold on the China issue, 
the .British Laborites have 
never wavered in their back- 
ing of Mao Tse-tung, and his 
regime. .British aid has played 
an important part in the pre- 
sent Red mastery of China. 

.At the same time, the quar- 
ter million Communist troops 
stationed opposite Formosa 
moved north to the Korean 
border. And it was the 2nd 
and 4th Chinese Red Armies 
that drove the American for- 
ces back from the Yalu river, 
and almost out of Korea, in 
the bloodiest, most costly and 
most humiliating defeat of the 
Korean war.

in recognising the^ Communists 
as the rulers of China. Altho- 
ugh Britain was then the reci- 
pient of huge American aid 
under the JMarshall .Plan, this 
recognition was given without 
consultation with the United 
States, and with no attempt 
to synchronize British action 
in China with that of America. 

Britain's haste to estab- 
lish relations with Red ' China 
was motivated in part by the 
belief of British busine$s in- 
terests, spearheaded by the 
great trading house of Jardine- 
Mathesbn, that Mao Tse-tung

Rhodes dedicated his life 
and ' Kis huge' fortune, to "the 
extension of British rule 
throughout the world . . . and 
.the ultimate recovery of 
the United States of America 
as an integral part of the 
British empire." 

He established the Rhodes 
Trust in 1899 to educate prom- 
ising young Americans at 
Oxford University where they 
could be saturated with pro- 
British attitudes, i 

Rhodes' hope was that, they 
would return to' America to 
become a controlling group in 
American public life to fur- 
ther his ideal of Anglo-Ameri- 
can unity, with Britain as the 
dominating partner. 

Today, after 48 "years of 
Rhodes scholarships, the for- 
mer Rhodes scholars in Ameri- 
ca constitute an ex-officio 
pressure group which impor- 
tantly influences American 
foreign policies. Dr. Frank 
Aydelotte, secretary of U. S. 
Rhodes Trust says that: 

"The result of Rhodes' vi- 
sion has been to create a 
group of men who have made 
and are making for themselves 
an important place in Ameri- 
can life." : m 

The truth is that Rhodes 
^st&frlars' have played the lead- 
ing role in the State Depart- 
ment under Dean Acheson in 
formulating our British-dicta- 
ted Far East policy. 

Dean Rusk, now Assistant 
Secretary of State in charge 
of ; Far Eastern affairs, and 
architect ' of the disastrous 
Korean policy, is a Rhodes 
scholar. , So also is William 
Walton Butterworth, who pre- ' 
ceded , him as Director of the , 
Division of Far Eastern af- 
fairs. A third is John . K. 
Fairbank, influential State De- 
partment adviser. Another 
Rhodes.^ scholar (who has not 
lately seen eye-to-eye with 
Acheson,) is Stanley K. Horn- 
beck, former Director of the 
Far Eastern Division. Horn- 
beck was a character witness 
for Alger Hiss 'at his recent 
trial. 

Other Rhodes scholars . who 
have had an important hand 
in American Far East policy 



are Harlan Cleveland, former 
UNRRA director for China, 
and 1 Duncan C. Lee, one-time 
OSS official, who was a spark- 
plug of the anti-Chiang Kai 
shek intrigue in China during 
the war. 

It is not. a coincidence that 
American policy in East Asia 
has followed the Downing 
Street line during the. ascend- 
ancy of this Rhodes scholar 
group. 

Prominent journalistic and 
radio figures, who faithfully 
reflect British influence in 
American foreign affairs are 
Rhodes scholars Elmer Davis, 
former 0'. W. I. Director, Er- 
win D. Canham, editor of the 
Christian Science Monitor, 
Harlan Logan, editor of Look, 
Ernest K. Lindley, editor . of 
Newsweek, Robert Lasch, of 
the Chicago.

Dr. Frank Aydelotte him- 
self, secretary and historian of 
the Rhodes Trust; is a sponsor

ment of Rhodes' aspiration for 
an Anglo-American merger.

sia would become allies to 
fight the United States. 

John Strachey, whom Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee selec- 
ted as Britain's Secretary for 
War in 1950 'has a Jong pro- 
Communist record. 

In 1934, after writing a 
book which predicted the tri* 
umph of worfd Communism, 
*The Coming Struggle for 
Power*, Strachey was halted 
by the immigration authorities 
when he came to the United 
States for a pro- Communist 
lecture tour. Through his high- 
placed connections in the 
Roosevelt Administration, he 
was , permitted to enter this 
country and to <Jeliver his 
lectures. 

Although Strachey claims 
that he foreswore Communism 
in "1940, his professions are 
hard to accept in view of fc the 
fact that in 1945 he authored 
a book,» 'Socialism Looks Fer- 
ward\ in which he held up 
Soviet 'Socialism' as a model 
to the British for their own 
Socialist experiment, 

In his 1945 book, he pre- 
dicted that the two Socialist 
nations Russia and Great 
Britain would eventually 
be allies in the crusade Against 
capitalism. f

on the United States to swing 
American policy in line with 
their own. In this attempt, 
they have found a willing co* 
operator in Uncle Sam's Br> 
tish-awed Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson. 

Inside the United Nations, 
the .British, in cooperation 
with India, set the stage in 
early 1950 for the expulsion 
of 'Nationalist China from the 
U. N., .and the seating of the 
Chinese Communists. On June 
20, 1950, the British Foreign 
Office permitted the publica- 
tion of an unofficial statement 
•that it was about to take an 
open part in supporting Red 
China s admission. This j>ro* 
ject was thwarted by the Com- 
munist attack on - Korea a few 
days later. 



After the outbreak of the 
Korea War, Britain continued 
to follow a tortuous and con- 
ciliatory policy toward Red 
China. 

While ostensibly supporting 
the United « States in its mili- 
tary action, and even contribu- 
ting a small quota of British 
troops and naval forces, Eng- 
land hobbled American mili- 
tary operations so as to 
prevent any damaging blow at 
Red China or its Red Ko- 
rean allies. It refused to sanc- 
tion the bombing of Red 
Manchuria bases, .from which 
the attack on Koreawas being 
directed. It used the war emer- 
gency to persuade President 
Truman to halt Chiang's 
blockade of the Chins coast, 
thus actually strengthening 
the position of the Chinese 
Communists by insuring the 
delivery of military supplies. 

After the Chinese Commu- 
ni$t$ intervened openly in the 
war in October, 1950, Britain 
and her Commonwealth col- 
leagues voted against the 
United States in the U. N, 
when an attempt was made to 
declare China an aggressor, 
and to employ sanctions.

We Need Real Anti-Red Allies 



Those Americans who insist that we must put all our eggs 
in the British basket live in an unreal world. 

They are thinking in terms of conservative, imperial Bri« 
tain which no longer exists* 

A real alliance between capitalist America and the anti- 
capitalist Britain of today is as impossible as a union between 
oil and water. 

Time was when the United States and England shared the 
same economic and social viewpoint. , 

We accepted the same political premises: our vision of the 
kind of world which we wanted was the same. 

All this changed in 1945 when Marxian Socialists, organized 
as the British Labor Party, took over the British government* 
The British Socialists are not playing on our team and the 
sooner we recognize that fact, the better. 

Actually, they are closer to Russia in their sympathies and 
basic points of view, than to capitalist America. 

Unlike the United States, they don't want to see Communist 
Russia broken: what they prefer is a world in which the Russian 
and the British forms of Socialism exist side by side, with the 
United States pushed out of Asiatic, and eventually, European 
affairs. Ultimately, their basic philosophy calls for the destruc- 
tion of capitalist America and the Socialization of the world. 

-At the moment, the United States is useful to Britain, in 
order to restrain Russia from becoming too transcendant, and 
to keep England' from going bankrupt. 

But the important point to note is that Britain always con- 
trives to USE THE UNITED STATES: she never permits the 
United States to USE HER in any way. 

The present alliance between America and Britain is one 
in which America always gives, but never gets even in sit- 
uations of elemental mutual defense. 

In our fight against world Communism we need and want 
allies, but they must be allies who are marching in the same 
direction^We must stop fooling ourselves that ^e can buy the 
^allegiance of Marxist Socialists with our dollars. 
A The Achesons and the Marshalls who are selling America 
the bill of goods of a British alliance at any price are basing 
America's future security upon a cruel delusion. 



As the war dragged on, and 
the American casualty list 
mounted, British friendship 
for the Chinese Communists 
became more evident. The 
climax came in March, 1951, 
when the Labor Government 
announced that it favored in* 
eluding the Chinese commu- 
nists in the Japanese peace 
conference, and the relino^ 
uishment of Formosa to them. 

Such being the British La- 
bor Government record on Red 
China, it is understandable 
why the United States has 
encountered continuous rtvers* 
es in .the Far East.

When this information was 
given to the House of Com* 
mons it caused Raymond 1 
Blackburn, an Independent

tant to the United States, and 
was 'earmarked' for China/ 

The circulation of this se- 
cret State Department direc- 
tive became known when a 
copy fell into the hands of the 
press, The premature disclo- 
sure upset the time-table. 

Nevertheless, on December 
23, 1949, at a meeting of the 
National Security Council, 
attended by President Truman, 
Secretary Acheson advanced 
his project one step further 
by winning approval of his 
plea that, the United States 
should give no military aid to 
Formosa, if it were attacked 
by the Keds. This was confirm^ 
eel in a public statement by 
the President on January 5th, 

On January 10, %95Q t Ache- 
son made his famous Press 
Club speech in Washington in 
which, he, said the. United 
States would not defend either 
Formosa or Korea, in case of 
attack. This was an open in*, 
vitation to the Communists to 
grab South Korea, without 
danger of American interven- 
tion. It was the direct touch- 
off of the Korean War in 
June, 

On that same day, in order 
to bring the United*Nation$- 
seat-for-Red*CMna. issue to a 
head, Soviet Russia made the 
next move Ambassador Malik 
staged his 'walk-out' from the 
U N, with the threat that he 
would not return until the. 
Nationalist Chinese delegates 
were expelled and the Commu* 
nist Chinese seated. 

This was followed by Tryg^- 
ve Lie's infamous proposal on 
March 8 to seat the Commu- 
nist Chinese, That our State 
Department- was a party to 
the maneuver was shown by 
Dr.. T. F. Tsiang's revelation 
that Philip S. Jessup, Ache* 
son's No, X assistant, privately 
urged the Chinese U N dele*- 
gation not to resist the Rus* 
sian demand. 

Definite confirmation of the 
United States- position came a 
few days later when radio 
commentator Frank Kirkpat* 
nek put. the question to Assist 
tant Secretary of State MichaeH 
McDermott who said, off the 
record; "Yes, it is our policy 
to seat the Red Chinese, but 
we cannot, announce it until 
the American people, are ready 
for it." 

When it was apparent that 
Great Britain and a majority 
of the Security Council would 
vote to seat the Chinese Reds, 
Dean Acheson gave cautious 
approval by announcing that, 
while the United States would 
vote against" such seating, it 



would mt: exercise, its veto to 
over-ride the will of the majV 
ority, if the motion passed. 

On April 17, 1950, Thomas 
J. Hamilton, New York Times 
correspondent at Lake Success, 
reported: 

"Mr. Acheson's public posi- 
tion is thought to be due to 
the bitter attacks on his China 
policy by some Republican 
Senators and Representatives. 
HOWEVER, IT IS THE PRE* 
VAILING OPINION HERE 
THAT MR. ACHESON AT 
HEART FAVORS THE AD- 
MISSION OF THE COMMU- 
NISTS TO THE UNITED 
NATIONS, 0 

At this point; everything, 
seemed settled for the. early 
admission of the Communists, 
and the turning over of For- 
mosa. The first; secret agree- 
ment was near consummation. 

Then came an unexpected 
and stunning blow. 

The North Koreans, back* 
stopped by the Chinese Com- 
munists, had taken seriously 
Mr. Acheson's assurance that" 
Korea was outside the zone 
which America would defend. 
They decided to snatch South 
Korea and expected little more 
than token resistance, 

President Truman crossed 
up this program by his deci- 
sion on June 27 to send United 
States armed forces into Kor- 
ea to stop the Reds. Mr. T*u~ 
man decided to defend Korea 
just 12 hours before, the at- 
tack when the Chiefs of Staff 
convinced him that Acheson 
was wrong, that" the. United 
States dared not risk having 
Korea in unfriendly hands, 

With the Korean War start- 
ed, it was obviously impossible 
to carry out the secret agree* 
ment. 

After June 27, British ef- 
forts Were directed mainly to- 
ward the early liquidation of 
the war on terms which would 
not mean defeat for the Chi-- 
nese Communists. Thus Bri- 
tain began her long and elab* 
orate maneuvers to bring 
about a stalemate and 
Secretary Acheson has faith- 
fully seconded Britain at every 
turn in this incredible grue« 
some strategy. 

Even after the open entry 
of the Chinese Communists in- 
to the war, in October, 1950, 
Britain, backed by Acheson, 
continued her attempt to 
thrust" the, rewards of the sec- 
ret' agreement upon them. 

On January 13, 1951, the U, 
N. political and Security Com* 
mission adopted the India- 
Great Britain resolution to 
send a cease fire proposal to 
Peking. Under this proposal, 
Red China, Russia and the 
United States would hold a 
conference on Far East issues, 
'with special reference to For- 
mosa and Chinese representa- 
tion in the U. N.\ Since the 



United States, of course; 
would be outvoted in such a 
conference two to one, it was 
an obvious device to give For* 
mosa and the U, N. seat to 
Red China after some stage- 
play of American opposition, 

Acheson knew of this plan 
and the American UN delega- 
tion voted for the proposal 

However, once again Red 
China got America off the 
hook by rejecting "cease fire*'. 
While riding the high tide of- 
Korean successes, Red China 
thought she, could win bigger 
stakes by military action, 

The latest, chapter in this 
sordid story was the British 
announcement" in March, 1951,. 
that it had raised the ante to 
Red China. Britain revealed 
that ,what it now wanted for 
the Communists, was not" only 
the U, N. seat and Formosa, 
but also participation in the 
Japanese peace settlement. 

When the American people 
get the, full picture of this un- 
der-the-surface intrigue which 
Dean Acheson has been carry- 
ing on with the British since 
194$, events in the Far East 
will come into focus. 

Understanding of these Ache- 
son-British secret agreements 
takes much of the present mys- 
tery oujb of the Korean War; 

Why Red China has been 
Shielded from being- named an 
aggressor, why its Manchur- 
ian bases have been immun- 
ized from both observation and 
bombing, why Nationalist 
Chinese forces have been re- 
jected in Korea, why Mac- 
Arthur was disastrously halt- 
ed at the. 38th Parallel in his. 
first successful advance — all 



this become explicable. 

Obviously, Britain couldn't 
keep her part of. the bargain 
with the Chines^ Reds if the 
United States broke fced 
China's power in this war, 
Hence, Britain* thru Acheson, 
had to force General Mac- 
Arthur to fight an indecisive 
war, which could then be end- 
ed, by delivery of Formosa and 
the U. N« seat to the Chinese 
Communists, 

The Truman administration, 
in its Far East policy, is 
locked in the vise of this cyni^ 
cal British strategy. If Ache^ 
son does not go along with 
the British, there is the open 
threat that. Great Britain will 
withdraw its token forces, and 
those of her associates, in 
Korea, and leave the United 
States in the lurch. Beyond 
this is the further threat that 
Britain will not go along in 
the North Atlantic Pact, and 
that the United States will 
find itself facing Russian 
might without allies, every- 
where in the world.
